McKeldin, who 
has trequently expressed a pref- 
erence for Eisenhower but at the 
same time insisted he had made 
no commitments, saw the general 
last night. Today he said he would 
release. Maryland’s 24 delegates, 
pledged to him as a “favorite 
son.” He said he thought 21 of 
them would vote for Eisenhower 
on the first ballot. 

Before McKeldin made his an- 
nouncement, Senator Butler of 
Maryland had told reporters he 
had 16 Maryland votes lined up 
(on Taft’s side) against a proposed 
change in convention rules which 
would deny contested delegations 
the right to vote on contests from 
other states. 


Eisenhower on the Go. 
Eisenhower, who radia@ed con- 
fidence he would win the nomina- 
tion, was maintaining a vigorous 
schedule of seeing delegations be- 
fore the start of the convention. 


He had breakfast with the 
largely pro-Taft Florida delega- 
tion and had a possibily sig- 
nificant meeting an hour later 
with California Gov. Earl War- 
ren, also a candidate but friendly 
toward Eisenhower. 

This early-to- oy start followed 
a Sunday rou of conferences 
that began end breakfast and 
—with time out for church—went 
on after midnight. For the gen- 
eral, it looked like time well 
spent. 

A late caller, Gov. C. Elmer 
Anderson of Minnesota, said the 
majority of his delegation inclines 
toward Eisenhower after the first 
ballot.

Warren told reporters after his 
meeting with Eisenhower that 
they agreed the convention rules 
should be changed to prevent 
contested delegates from voting 
on the seating of other contested 
delegates.

“comporting ourselves cleanly 
here at the convention so as not to 
jeopardize chances for a Republi- 
can victory in November.”

CHICAGO, July 7—The first 
official test of delegate strength 
between Gen. Eisenhower and 
Senator Taft, which began today 
after the Republican national 
convention was called to order, 
may be decisive in the contest 
for the presidential nomination. 

Nominally at issue are 96 dele- 
gates, 72 of whom were credited 
to Taft by the national committee 
last week over the screams of 
“robbery: and fraud” by Eisen- 
hower men who contended that 
their delegates were legally 
elected and should be _ seated. 
Actually only 68 votes are in- 


.\volved, perhaps enough to give 


the presidential nomination to 
Eisenhower or Taft. Hence the 
bitter battle, with no hoids barred. 


Meaning of the Test. 


The test is an intricate parlia- 
mentary question and it is doubt- 
ful whether most of the 1206 del- 
egates, many of whom heard of it 
for the first time yesterday, will 
understand its ramifications. Its 
purpose and meaning, however, 
are clear. 

If the general's followers can 
get the necessary bare majority 
of 604 votes they may get just 
enough strength to push Eisen- 
hower over on the second or third 
ballot. If they lose on this issue 
there is likely to be a first ballot 
stampede to get on the Taft band- 
wagon, which is called a steam- 
roller by his opponents. 

The Eisenhower people claimed 
last night a minimum of 658 votes 
for the amendment and said they 
might get as many as 725. Taft, 
at a press conference late yester- 
day, said he had not checked on 
the number of votes his support- 
ers had been able to round up 
against it. A similar proposal 
was rejected by the 1912 conven- 
tion that nominated his father, 
President William Howard Taft, 
over the screams of “naked 
thievery” by former President 
Theodore Roosevelt. Roosevelt 
withdrew to form the “Bull 
Moose” Progressive party, and 
this split brought about the elec- 
tion of Democrat Woodrow Wil- 
son. 

Parliamentary Tangle Possible. 

Because this a parliamentary 
question, there is a probability 
that it will get so snarled up with 
procedures that a clear picture 
will not be presented to the dele- 
gates and the millions listening 
to the cOnvention by television 
and radio. 

If there is presented an un- 
adorned, definite difference be- 
tween the Taftites and the Eisen- 
hower men, the roll call on the 
amendment to bar delegates 
from voting until contests affect- 
ing them are settled will be high- 
ly significant. 

Taft told his press conference 
that he assumed there would be 
a roll call by delegations. On 
such a roll call, the votes against 
the amendment will disclose for 
the first time the hard core of 
Taft’s strength because those vot- 
ing against the amendment will 
be his last-ditch followers. It is

CHICAGO, July 7—Missouri’s 
26-member delegation to the Re- 
publican national convention, con- 
trolled almost completely by the 
Eisenhower forces, is expected to 
cast a top-heavy vote at the open- 
ing convention session today in 
favor of the Eisenhowef-spon- 
sored “fair play” amendment to 
the convention rules. 

The vote was ' foreshadowed 
when the Missouri delegates ap- 
proved the proposed amendment 
22 to 3 in a test vote taken late 
last night at their first caucus.

Brown contended the nation- 
al committee—which passed on 
the delegate disputes last week— 
actually had jurisdiction over 
only six Louisiana delegates at 
large. 

Eisenhower forces would have 
none of Brown’s proposal. 

William A. Walsh, of Oregon, 
contended there was a contest 
over all 13 of the Louisiana dele- 
gates and that all should be con- 
sidered by the convention. 

Republican National Chairman 
Guy G. Gabrielson finally started 
a round of formal debate—which 
could total six hours or more—on 
the Taft proposal, the Eisenhower 
substitute, and the Brown motion 
to change the substitute. 

Victory-hungry Republicans, 
worried that the floor battle 
would leave many wounds. un- 
healed at election time, had 
striven desperately to head it off 
through some compromise. 

They even delayed the opening 
of the first session for an hour 
and three minutes in an effort to 
get the Taft and Eisenhower 
men in agreement. 

‘A long back-stage conference 
produced fio decision, however, 
and finally Chairman Gabrielson 
gavelled the convention to order 
at 12:33 p. m. (St. Louis time.)

‘Asia-Last’ Policy Criticized. 


The policy statement, up for | 


final approval in the committee, 
would censure the Truman Ad- 
ministration for “tragic mistakes 
in dealing with world Commu- 
nism. It would declare the Ad- 
ministration invited the Korean 
war by following an “Asia-last 
policy.” 

It also would: 

1. Indorse a program of free 
world collective security against 
Communist aggression, calling 
for strengthening of the 
United Nations. 

2. Criticize the Administra- 
tion’s anti-Communist policy 
and parts of the agreements 
made with Russia at Yalta, 
Tehran and Potsdam. 

3. Promise aid to freedom- 
loving people behind the Iron 
Curtain and expansion of as- 
sistance to friendly nations, in- 
Cluding a stepped-up program 
of student exchange. 

4. Favor lower tariffs as long 
as they did not endanger Amer- 
ican workers’ jobs or industry's 
stability. 

The platform builders thus 
neared the end of a long struggle 
to complete a campaign structure.

(A United Press dispatch said 
platform drafters, after a gruel- 
ing night-long session, still had 
not resolved the touchy issue of 
what to say about civil rights. A 
subcommittee split, 3 to 2, and 
turned in two planks, both op- 
posing a compulsory federal Fair 
Employment Practices Act but 
differing sharply from there on. 
The majority plank called for an 
advisory FEPC:; the minority for 
turning over most civil rights 
issues—including FEPC—to the 
states.) 

Millikin, Eisenhower Confer. 

Millikin had a private con- 
ference with Eisenhower yester- 
day, during which foreign policy 
plank proposals undoubtedly 
were discussed.

Six Religious Leaders Ask 
for Aid of Republican and 
Democratic Committees. 


CHICAGO, July 7 (AP)—A plea 
to stamp out any appeals to racial 
and religious prejudices in the 
presidential campaign was made 
to the two major parties by six 
national religious leaders yester- 
day. 

The six, clergymen and laymen 
of the three major. religious 
faiths, advocated a “fair elections 
practices code.”

“Let us make certain that our 
election campaigns are in every 
sense free and wofthy of a nation 
founded on the principles of the 
brotherhood of man and the 
fatherhood of God. ... 

“It is incumbent upon us to 
prove that in our demotracy men 
of all races, creeds and national 
origins participate in cur govern- 
ment as free and equal brothers 
under God.” ‘

He then expected to reach Eads 
bridge at 3 a.m. today, about nine 
hours ahead of the Lee’s time.

Air Force Under Secretary Ros- 
well L, Gilpatric and Gen. Na- 
than F. Twining, acting chief of 
the Air Force, reported to the 
White House after a quick flight 
to Tokyo and Korea for a first- 
hand look. 

They told newspaper men they 
reported to the President that 
the new speed-up plan “went off 
very successfully’ and will give 
Clark quick, new combat reserves. 

The plan involves flying three 
squadrons of F-84 Thunderjets 
from Travis Air Fdrce Base, 
Calif., to Honolulu, the longest 
mass non-stop overwater flight 
ever made by jet fighters. Fight- 
ers usually are shipped by Navy 
carrier most of the way. 

The first squadron of the 
Thirty-first Fighter-Escort’ Wing 
made the 2408-mile flight from 
Travis to Hickam Field yesterday 
in 5 hours and 29 minutes. The 
20 F-84s were refueled in air by 
B-29 tanker planes. Flying at 
35,000 feet, they averaged 450 
miles an hour. 

The second and third squad- 
rons are due to make the hop 
today and tomorrow. Eventual 
destination of the jets is Japan. 
The 9000-mile trip started Sat- 
urday from Turner Air Force 
Base, Albany, Ga. 

“The flight proves that aill 
Strategic Air Command - units 
are ready to carry combat to any 
enemy in any part of the world 
at a moment’s notice,” an Air 
Force spokesman said.

Pennsylvania For Change.

However, Arthur E. Summer- 
field, national committeeman, said 
the delegatian “was generally in 
agreement” on the need for a rule 
change. 

New Jersey’s delegation split 31 
for the proposed rule and seven 
against. 

The big California delegation 
voted. unanimously to back the 
rule. change. 

Minnhesota’s 28-vote delegation 
decided unanimously to back a 
rule along the lines the LEisen- 
hower forces want. 

Wrapped up in this rule issue 
is one of Eisenhower’s strongest 
talking points in his bid for the 
nomination—the charge that, if 
Taft. is chosen, it would be with 
the help of “stolen” votes from 
such states as Texas, Louisiana 
and Georgia. 

Change Believed Likely. 

Many delegates thought Eisen- 
hower’s backers would be able to 
put over the rule change. 

Taft backers rejected a com- 
promise proposal pushed strongly 
by Senator Knowland. 

Knowland proposed that dele- 
gates in contests where 80 per 
cent or more of the national 


committee members had favored | 


the final decision would be al- 
lowed to vote on all’ disputes. 

This would let delegates from 
Florida, Mississippi, Kansas and 
Missouri vote on the permanent 
seating of delegations from Texas, 
Louisiana and Georgia. The 
groups from the latter three 
states, all heavily favoring Taft, 
could not vote on any of the con- 
tests, under the Knowland pro- 
posal. 

Summerfield said Eisenhower 
personally had agreed to this 
compromise.

Pfeiffer said a check of individual 
delegates showed 81 for Eisen- 
hower, four for Taft, and, 11 un- 
committed. At least eight of the 
11, however are known Taft votes. 

“We have not attempted to bind 
the delegates for the candidates 
so far,” Pfeiffer added. ‘“‘We are 
interested af this time in chang- 
ing the rules of the convention so 
that we will have a clean conven- 
aon.”

SEOUL, July 7 (AP)—A large 
Allied raiding party, supported 
by tanks and flame throwers, was 
beaten back early today by Chi- 


nese entrenched in log pillboxes 
two miles east of the Panmunjom 
truce talks site. 

The United Nations infantry- 
men jumped off against three 
Red outposts at 10 o’clock last 
night under a hrilliant moonlit 
sky. Correspondent Sam Sum- 
merlin said the raiders were 
pinned down by Communist mor- 
tar shells and grenades at the 
first outpost. Two squads reached 
to the. top of the Chinese hill 
outpost but their flamethrowers 
and rockets failed to dislodge the 
Reds. 

On the flanks of the attack, 
flame throwing tanks and in- 
fantry hit Red positions to pre- 
vent Communist reinforcements 
from moving up. 

A few hours after midnight, 
Allied reinforcements rushed in 
and helped the embattled dough- 
boys withdraw. ° 

At dawn Allied warplanes 
pounded the Red outposts while 
the tired afentrymen and tankers 
fell back. 

(The United Press reported an 
American company suffered heavy 
losses). 

Two other large U.N. raiding 
parties tangled with Communist 
defenders in the east-central and 
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central sectors in bright moon- 
light. One battle lasted four 
hours. 

The Reds fired 11,821 rounds 
of artillery and mortar shells 
across the front yesterday.

CHANGE ON VACATIONS 
ASSALED BY TRUMAN 


He Says Congress ‘Breaks 
Faith’ With Large Body 
of U.S. Employes. 


WASHINGTON, July 7 (AP)— 
President Truman accused Con- 
gress of breaking faith with fed- 
eral employes by changing the 
rules on their vacations. 

“T hope the Congress will soon 
take corrective action to strike 
this unwise and unjust provision 
from the law,” he said in an- 
nouncing yesterday thet he had 
“reluctantly” signed the $6,272,- 
836,303 independent offices bill. 
The measure carries funds for the 
Veterans’ Administration, Atomic 
Energy Commission and a score 
of smaller agencies. 

A rider to the bill forbids 
United States employes to ac- 
cumulate their annual leave, and 
forces them to use up. their an- 
nual vacation within six months 
after the end of a calendar year 
or forfeit it. Previously leave time 
could be accumulated and taken 
in cash or as paid vacation time. 

Truman said that when Con-

aie in 1951 approved a new 
leave act drastically reducing the 
.amounts of time granted, “the un- 
derstanding was clear that im re- 
turn ... the then existing pro- 
hibition on accumulation of leave 
would be eliminated. This was 
done.

manpower through “a searching 
examination” in all branches of 
the armed services. 


“Victory has usually gone not 
to the largest but to the best 
organized army,” said Chairman 
Yyndon B. Johnson (Dem.), Texas, 
and Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, head of an ap- 
propriations subcommittee. “Mil-| 
itary superiority has been meas- | 
ured not by the number of guns! 


but by the destructive power of 
the guns that can be brought to 
bear.” 

The subcommittee said its study 
of manpower uses in the armed 
services showed “a high degree 
of waste—inexcusable waste—and 
an unconscionable amount of in- 
efficiency.” 


“The armed forces are not suf- 
' fering a minor ailment,” the re- 
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port said. ‘They are bloated by 
too much fat—too much water— 
and it is binding the hard muscle 
of military strength.” 

The subcommittee ‘strongly 
urged” the Secretary of Defense 
to appoint “a group of eminent 
and qualified citizens” to make a 
comprehensive and _ thorough 
study of the military use of man- 
power and how the use might 
be made more efficient. 


The report called for ‘drastic 
revision of the organization of 
our armed forces” to: 


1. Increase the efficiency of 
the military establishment. 

2. “Reduce the costs of defense 
to a»point where the nation’s 
economic structure is no longer 
threatened.” 

Too Big For Military. 

“The task,” the stbcommittee 
continued, “is so difficult and 
complicated that it cannot be 
fully performed by the military 
themselves.” It asked that the 
committee be composed of ‘the 
best minds representing the 
armed forces, industry and sci- 
ence that we can assemble.” 

Without recommending such a 
step, the report said a 10 per cent 
cut in spending for personnel by 
assigning fewer men to do a job, 
could save $500,000,000 a year. 

The report said it finds all 
the services havé too many spe- 
cialists telling an unduly large 
number of men how to get spe- 
cific tasks done. 

It demanded to know why the 
Air Force needs 22 men per 
plane to operate a ‘75-jet air- 
craft wing, with only 76 of the 
men being pilots. 

It asked why a Navy oiler 
needs 282 men to man it, when 


| a tanker operated by private en- 
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terprise is manned by only 43. 

It wanted to know why Navy 
training centers are assigned one 
trained man for every two and 
a half men in training. 


Fire Power _ Comparison. 

The subcommittee was sharply 
critical in comparing the fire- 
power of a United States and a 
Russian division. 

It said a Soviet division had 
only 60 per cent of the manpower 
available to the American divi- 
sion commander (11,000 men in 
a Soviet division, 18,187 in a 
United States Army division). 
Then the report asserted: 

“And yet, with 60 per cent of 
the manpower, the Soviet divi- 
sion has 10 per cent more fire 
power than the American divi- 
sion.” 

The Army, In reply, cited the 
fighting in Korea, where United 
Nations forces ‘are heavily out- 
numbered. 

The Army statement said that 
if firepower:’alone is used as a 
criterion: / 

“The larger United States in- 
fantry division would have an 
over-all firepower of at least one 
and one-half times that of a Sov- 
iet rifle division, on a division- 
versus-division basis. 

“The proof rests in Korea, 
where troops equivalent in num- 
bers to 13 United States divisions 
have fought to a standstill 82 
Communist. divisions which are 
organized and equipped in con- 
sonance with the Soiet organiza- 
tional concept.” 

The Army statement said that 
“firepower alone is as dangerous 
a yardstick to use in comparing 
United States and Soviet divisions 
as would be hersepower alone in 
comparing motor vehicles. It ig- 
nores many other factors such as 
mobility, effective communica- 
tions, and the ability to repair 
and maintain weapons and equip- 
ment.” 


TWO KOJE ISLAND 
PRISONERS KILLED 
IN NEW OUTBREAK 


KGQJE ISLAND, Korea, July 7 
(UP)—United Nations troops shot 
and killed two war prisoners and 
wounded eight last week in a 
sudden new flareup of violence 
on notorious Koje island, it was 
disclosed today. 

Twenty-eight other prisoners 
escaped during the week, but 11 
have been recaptured. 

A U.N. officer said no reason 
had been found for the fresh 
violence on Koje, which was be- 
lieved under control after prison 
camp commandant Brig. Gen. 
Haydon L. Boatner recently 
broke up 17 compounds into 
smaller enclosures. 

However, observers speculated 
diehard Reds may have ordered 
the fresh outbreaks in an attempt 
to regain control of the prison 
compounds.

Kraft had forecast the rejection 
in a statement last night saying 
there appeared to be no legal 
basis for halting delivery of the 
13,000-ton tanker. 

Kraft announced the decision 
after an hour-long meeting be- 
tween cabinet ministers and party 
leaders. He said the tanker was 
being delivered under a three- 
year-old contract which it .was 
impossible to scrap. 

He said the tanker, the 
Apsheron, was free to leave for a 
Soviet port whenever the Rus- 
sians want to pull anchor. The 
vessel is standing by with a Soviet 
crew already aboard. It may sail 
today. 

Kraft said the leaders of the 
non-Communist political parties 
had given unanimous backing to 
the Government’s stand. He said 
careful consideration was given 
to the United States note, which 
had threatened to cut off all mili- 
tary and economic aid if the tank- 
er was delivered. 

Another tanker of the same 
tonnage is being built here for 
the Soviet Union. Kraft said last 
night that work on it will con- 
tinue since it is not due for de- 
livery until September 1953. By 
that time, he added, the Korean 
war may be over and a general 
relaxation of tension may occur. 


U.S. HELD UNLIKELY 
TO END AID TO DANES 


WASHINGTON, July 7 (AP)— 
Informed officials indicated to- 
day the United States would not 
cut off military and eccnomic aid 
to Denmark despite the Danes’ 
decision to turn over to Russia a 
13,000-ton tanker. 

One ranking official, who asked 
not to be quoted by name, said he 
believes the United States would 
be hurt more than Denmark if 
all aid to the Danish Government 
were halted. He said the Danes 
had contracted to build the tanker 
for Russia lIcng before present 
restrictions against such trade 
were made part of American aid 
legislation. 

But Senator O’Conor (Dem.), 
Maryland, said he is urging the 
State Department to tell the 
Danes “in no uncertain terms... 
that they cannot supply bitter 
enemies with products to be used 
against us and at the same time 
expect to be the beneficiary of 
United States aid.” 

Representatives of 11 agencies 
are to meet soon to advise Presi- 
dent Truman ‘as to whether or 
not he should order a halt to 
assistance to Denmark. 

Under the mutual § security 
agreement, the United States may 
quit military and economic aid 
to any country which supplies 
certain materials to unfriendly 
nations.

On Missouri Basin Management 


Closer Co-operation 
Stressed, Regional 


by Federal Agencies 
Compact Backed— 


Conflict Over an MVA. 


By a Special Correspondent of the

LINCOLN, Nebr., July 7—State- 
ments on the issue of regional 
management of Missouri river 
valley resource development, from 
four significant but diverse 
sources, have been received by 
the Missouri Basin Survey Com- 
mission. 

The commission, having held 
public hearings on basin needs in 
nine of the 10 states of the wa- 
tershed, is preparing to conduct 
the final session in Nebraska early 
next month. 

Gov. Edward F. Arn (Rep.) of 
Kansas has charged, in a state- 
ment to the commission, that 
“necessary co-operation between 
several federal departments does 
not exist now,” in the existing 
basin development program, “and 
cannot exist until some close liai- 


- son is established between them,” 


He referred to the need particu- 
larly for co-operation in a com- 
prehensive plan of flood control, 
embracing various methods, under 
jurisdiction of the Army Engi- 
neers, Reclamation Bureau and 
Agriculture Department. 

Arn said all methods were 
needed to achieve flood control— 
soil conservation and small water- 
shed treatment, more levees, and 
large .reservoirs on the main 
streams, However, he insisted 
that big/dams should be kept dry 
except in flood time, and renewed 
his past arguments against public 
power generation at Kansas dams. 
There has been sharp division of 
sentiment in the Kansas sub- 
basin between advocates of soil 
and upland measures alone and 
those favoring big dams. 

Compact Plan Favored. 

Gov. Frank A. Barrett (Rep.) of 
Wyoming, a candidate to unseat 
Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney 
(Dem.), expressed, as did Gov. 
Arn, opposition to a. Missouri 
Valley Authority. However, Bar- 
rett gave limited support to the 
proposal for a new regional 
management to be attained 
through an _ interstate-federal 
compact, as contemplated by the 
Missouri River States Committee. 

“It may well be the compact 
plan can be worked out along 
satisfactory lines,” said Barrett, 
“in such a fashion as to insure 
protection of the existing rights 
of the states to their water re- 
sources. If the states are granted 
equal representation with the 
Federal Government on such a 


— 


would seem that the federal and 
state governments could work to- 
gether in a sound manner for the 
best interests of both the West 
and the country.” 

A-stronger support from the 
Wyoming state administration for 
the compact method came from 
Elmer Brock. president of the 
Wyoming Natural Resources 
Board. He commented in line 
with a recent resolution adopted 
by the board, opposing MVA and 
declaring that instead, “develop- 
ment of the basin by the various 
states by means of interstate com- 
pacts is favored.” 

Still Stronger Argument. 

An even stronger argument for 
a centralized regional administra- 
tion to be set up by an interstate 
compact was made by Breck Mo- 
ran of Cody, president of the 


|Wyoming \Reclamation Associa- 
‘tion, a group representative of 


‘business interests backing irriga- 
tion. 

“I believe,” Moran said, “I re- 
flect the unanimous attitude of 
our members when I say that 
we fully recognize the necessity 
of integrating the basin’s re- 
sources and preventing its dis- 
asters through formulating an 
over-all but fluid plan of de- 
velopment and operaticn. Our 
state lines are no walls to in- 
close us in blissful isolation. 

“Many people, including myself, 
feel that as we develop the basin 
and operate its water resources 
we shall need a greater central- 
ization of control, both for plan- 
ning and operation.

WASHINGTON, July 7—Just 
before the opening of _ the 
Republican party’s presidential 
convention — whose _ honored 
speakers will include the stormy 
creator of McCarthyism—a little 
white pamphlet was distributed 
here that deals with a crucial 
issue most presidential candidates 
seem to have ignored or glossed 
over—civil liberties: 

The 40-page pamphlet contains 
the lucid and learned words of 
Prof. Zechariah Chafee Jr. of 
Harvard university, and consists 
of a lecture he gave at Columba 
university entitled, “Thirty-five 
Years with Freedom of Speech.” 
Given under auspices of the Rog- 
er N. “Baldwin Civil Liberties 
Foundation, the lecture pointed 
up the growing danger to the na- 
tion inherent in repression and 
suppression of free speech. 

The pamphlet is simply worded. 
In it there is something of the 
stirring spirit of a Tom Paine, 
another American who fought 
tenaciously for liberty in an at- 
mosphere of fear. It cannot hope 
to compete for attention with the 
gaudy convention fireworks in 
Chicago, but in the long test of 
time its subject may well be 
viewed by historians as of greater 
significance for this particular era 
than any presidential convention. 

Coercion of Opinion. 

“The common framework of 
discussion is getting torn to 
pieces,” the noted law professor 
said at one point in his lecture. 
“Instead of an orderly and en- 
lightened search for facts and 
sound judgment, public opinion is 
getting framed by coercion and 
intrigue and insinuations. Gov- 
ernment by representation is giv- 
ing way to government by mis- 
representation.” 

Reviewing the “period of strug- 
gle and criminal prosecutioMs” 
from 1917 to 1920, he pointed out 
that at that time the threat of a 
foreign nation and fear of in- 
ternal uprisings kindled by the 
Russian Revolution loosed emo- 
tions of fear that swept un- 
checked through American prose- 
cutors, judges, jurymen and legis- 
lators. 

“The First Amendment had no 
hold on people’s minds because 
no live facts or comcrete images 
were then attached to it,” he said. 
“Like an empty box with beau- 
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tiful words on it, the Amendment 
collapsed under the impact of ter- 
ror of Prussian battalions and 
terror of Bolshevik mobs.” 

It is the fashion nowadays, ke 
went on, to say that those were 
times of little real danger from 
non-conforming discussion, and 
therefore the eventful judicial 
opinions which condemned such 
suppression of freedom of discus- 
sion can have no real application 
to the present. 

Worst Sedition Law. 

“Thus,” said Chafee, “the au- 
thor of the recent Maryland Sedi- 


tion Act—the worst sedition law | 


I have ever read and for my sins 
I have had to read more than 
most men alive, writes: ‘It is... 
true that the dangers fr8m sub- 
versive organizations at the time 
of World War I were much exag- 
gerated...(but) we are no longer 
in the days of T-model socialism

“The two 
Communist parties in 1920, with a 
much smaller national population, 
were judged to aggregate 40,000 
to 90,000, while Eugene Debs got 
a million votes for President. This 
indicates a big decrease in ex- 
tremist radicals.” Moreover, he 
said, purgés, labor camps and 
“other ugly facts” in the Soviet 
Union have largely disillusioned 
idealists. 

The third contrast, he said, is 
that while the reasons for sup- 
pression are even weaker today 
than during’ the so-called Red 
menace of the postwar 1919-20 
period, resistance to suppression 
is weaker, too.

HE venom engendered between the Taft and Eisenhower forces 
has to be seen to be believed. 


You find yourself wondering

is ever to carry the November election if the candidate who wins

The basic trouble, of course, 
is the split which has plagued 
the Republican party in all its 
efforts to regain its former great- 
ness. 

In certain states, notably in the 
Midwest, the party’s old guard 
survived the 1932 debacle and 
still controls the local party or- 
ganizations. 

In other states, notably on the 
East and West Coasts, the old 
guard went down forever with 
Herbert Hoover, and new style 
Republicans have cropped up, as 
a sort of second growth. 

As in 1940, 1944 and 1948, the 
present struggle is between old 
guardsmen and the new style Re- 
publicans. The old guard backs 
Taft. Eisenhower is the choice of 
the moderns, the compromisers 
and the anti-isolationists. 


One Vital Difference. 


This convention differs in one 
vital particular from the conven- 
tions which nominated Wendell 
Willkie and Thomas E. Dewey. 
There is a stop-at-nothing spirit, 
a willingness to go to any lengths 
to put Taft over, which was lack- 
ing in the old guards’ rather 
feeble comeback bid in other 
years. 

So far as one can judge, this 
spirit has several sources. Dewey’s 
surprise defeat in 1948 and Taft’s 
1950 victory in Ohio have inspired 
the old guard with a new. self- 
confidence, for one thing. 

For another, there is the per- 
sonality of Taft himself. Never 
forgiving, always ambitious, nev- 
er inclined to write down his 
own chances, Taft has now ccme 
close to tasting victory in his 
many months of hard campaign- 
ing. This foretaste of triumph 
has filled him with a grim de- 
termination to get his own way 
and a scorn and suspicion of his 
opponent, which he does not trou- 
ble to conceal. 

McCarthy on Program. 


Then too, there is the peculiar 
and unpleasant development sym- 
bolized by the Taft-controlled na- 
tional committee’s choice of Sen- 
ator Joseph R. McCarthy as one 
of the convention speakers. Every 
Republican moderate has been 
excluded from the platform, but 
McCarthy has been invited to 
orate. 

The meaning is only too plain. 
Even the old guardsmen do not 
argue that their basic political 
program has widespread popular 
appeal, but a majority of them 
believe there is a lot of vote- 
getting power in the peculiar 
brand of —e demogoguery 


through rivers of fraternal blood. 


which was first perfected by Mc- 
Carthy. 


“McCarthyism,” which most 
moderate Republicans abhor, is 
thought of as a great source of 
strength by many leaders of the 
Taft forces. The feeling that 
they have of this new way of 
getting threugh to the electorate 
is an important factor in the 
psychology of the Taft camp. 


Finally, there is = simple fact 
that this convention is the Re- 
publican old guards’ last chance. 
The great majority of the key 
figures, both organization chief- 
tains and financial backers, are 
actuarially unlikely to be able 
to fight again in 1956. In years, 
as in other ways, these are the 
older Republicans. They are all 
the more furiously set cn getting 
their party back on what they 
think is the right track while 
there is still time. 


Steamroller is Result. 


The Taft steamroller tactics, 
the bold adoption of the strategy 
that won a worthless nomination 
for William Howard Taft in 1912, 
are immediate consequences of 
the stop-at-nothing spirit that 
animates the Taft camp. 


The consequences, if Taft wins 
the nomination, are easy to fore- 
see. 


Again, the best clue is the 
selection of McCarthy as a con- 
vention speaker. A_ stop-at-noth- 
ing campaign will follow the stop- 
at-nothing convention. The ex- 
periment, although painful, will 
be interesting. There will be no 
fuzzy attempt to conciliate moder- 
ates, independents, straying Dem- 
ocrats and other such weak spirits. 
It will be a final test of the num- 
ber of Americans who really re- 
spond to the brand of politics of- 
fered by Taft and the kind of 
emotional appeal presented by 
McCarthy. 


As Taft himself has said, the 
Republicans will then hope to 
find their majority among the 
millions of Americans who do not 
ordinarily vote. 

But what if stop-at-nothing tac- 
tics do not work, and Gen. Eisen- 
hower is nominated, which 3 
equally likely? 

The question then will a 
whether this bitter battle here in 
Chicago has crippled Eisenhower 
in advance, foreclosing him from 
making a broad, national-minded 
campaign. This also seems to be a 
genuine danger, which the gen- 
eral and his managers need to

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The Dog-Days Primary 

Once again Missouri is going to nominate its 
political candidates in the dog days of August. 
This year the primary date is Aug. 5. And no 
worse month could be chosen for representative 
selection. 

In the hot month of August public interest in 
politics is at low ebb. Many Missourians are 
away on vacations or trips. The weather itself 
is enough to discourage serious attention to 
political matters. The primary vote is always 
far too small. P 

An August primary means June and July cam- 
paigning. The candidates themselves are forced 
to perspire their way around the State. Literally 
they sweat out their campaigns before small and 
apathetic audiences. 

So the dog-days primary is hard on the voters 
and hard on the candidates. It is good only for 
ambitious political bosses. It is good for them 
because it is not good for anybody else. 

They count on public boredom. They hope 
that few citizens will go to the polls. For then 
they can make their organized votes count, and 
only political machines and stronger factions 
can get out an organized vote: Then they can 
nominate their man. ' 

He need not be the best available man, or 
even a good candidate. The tired midsummer 
campaigning plays into the hands. of the bosses, 
their deals and vote-swapping. If it works that 
way, in cool November the public is left with 
a choice between two men regarding whom it 
had slight choice in the heat of August. 

For all these reasons most states have got 
away from midsummer primaries. Illinois opens 
the season in early April. Many state primaries 
appear with the May flowers. Then the people 
are at home and more alert to political news. It 
is a propitious season for campaigning and a 
representative primary vote. 

The party bosses know this, of course. For 20 
years or more bills have been introduced in the 
Missouri Legislature to change the primary 
date. They all died quietly. 

But it is not a hopeless task. For 20 years 
also Missouri struggled to get a good absentee 
voting law. The State had a unique law permit- 
ting a mail vote only to persons who were in- 
side the State. Thus the act contained its own 
partial veto. But the Legislature finally gave 
Missouri a reasonable absentee law. 

Similarly the Legislature can be brought to 
change the primary date. That will require the 
nomination and election of legislators and a 
Governor who fully support the proposal. And 
it would help if all present candidates for those 
offices would state exactly where they stand on 
changing the primary date. 

‘ They are a perspiring, hot, unhappy campaign- 
ing crew. They should Want a better date. Those 
who are closely geared to political machines 
may not say so. But the candidates who believe 
that a heavy turn-out of attentive voters means 
a democratic election will speak out. They will 
oppose the dog-days primary. 
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McGranery’s Look at OAP 


Aitorney General McGranery does well to 
order an investigation of the Alien Property Of- 
fice, a part of the Department of Justice, which 
he heads. He has retained a well-known firm of 
public accountants to make a general audit. 

There is also a decided need for the investiga- 
tion of the Alien Property Office which a Sen- 
ate committee is making at the insistence of 
Senator Wiley of Wisconsin, and for the inquiry 
into the Department of Justice which is being 
conducted by a committee of the House. But 
these congressional efforts do not relieve the 
department of its own obligation. 

One of the questions Mr. McGranery might 
constructively seek an answer to is whether too 
much money has been paid to lawyers, in the 
form of expense accounts as well as fees, for 
their services to seized alien companies. Senator 
Wiley has said that “the payment of legal fees 
represents a major question mark.” One firm 
reeeived more than half a million dollars in 
seven years, another more than $1,500,000 in 
eight years. Perhaps these sums are justified, 
but the department — and the public — shauld 
have satisfactory evidence that they are, or that 
they are not, particularly since lawyers who 
have been active in political life are involved. 

Another fact that should be established is 
whether or not decisions on returning and on 
selling seized properties have been the result 
of careful, fair, businesslike deliberations. Pay- 


ment of damages claimed by prisoners of war, 


and by business men whose plants were dam- 
aged or destroyed in the conflict, must come 
out of the proceeds of these sales. In fajrness to 
thousands of such claimants, the properties must 
be handled to produce the maximum returns 
that fairness to the companies permits. 

There is plenty of reason, and plenty of room, 
for all the inquiries that are going forward in 
the Office of Alien Properties. Where the op- 
portunities for abuse of public trust are so am- 
ple, constant scrutiny is the best insurance. 
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Eyes on the Police Board 

Promotions have been recommended for two 
of the police officers who investigated the Irene 
Thompson murder case. One of the officers 
has been cited six times for outstanding service 
and has participated in every major case in his 
district. The other.has three citations and is de- 
scribed as an outstanding officer. Will the Po- 
lice Board see fit to recognize such service with 
higher rank, or will it seek out the politically 
deserving? More than one St. Louis policeman 
will be watching! ‘ 
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Callanan’s Call for Reserves 
A little past history in St. Louis or Kansas 
City shows that political machine bosses, or 
those who hope to build machines, try to con- 
trol the election boards. And day by day the 
Callanan Democratic faction is putting new 
pressure on the St. Louis Election Board. 
Post-Dispatch reporters checked the records 
of the board and found that Callanan supporters 
had recommended reserve replacements for Dem- 
ocratic election judges and clerks in at least 
three wards. They proposed at least 17 replace- 
ments in the Fourth Ward, 14 in the Sixth Ward 
and nine in the Eighteenth. The total is 40. 
The public can only hope that such reserves 
are never called out on election day. For the 
Election Board already has done enough to 
raise suspicions of Callanan influence. : 
First the board gerrymandered the state sena- 


torial districts in such a way as to damage the 


chances for re-election of Senator Kinney. He 
is a prime target of Sheriff Callanah’s crowd. 
Then the board announced plans to transfer 
election clerks in 13 of the city’s 28 wards. 
Board Chairman Calcaterra and his colleagues 
offered not one shred of evidence to justify 
these wholesale transfers. 
These actions aroused honest protests from 
the camps of Senator Kinney and Phil Donnelly,’ 
running for the gubernatorial nomination. The 
Donnelly manager, former State Supreme Court

Judge James M, Douglas, has asked Gov. Smith 
to investigate the Election Board. Mayor Darst 
supports demands for an inquiry. 

If the Election Board has nothing to hide, it 
need not fear any investigation. But the gerry- 
manders and the transfers are too close to the 
Callanan crowd for public comfort. 
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Let the. People Take Over 

Suppose for a moment that all the Republi- 
cans in the country could come together for a 
vast national “New England town meeting.” 
Suppose they were asked what they would like 
to do first for the benefit of their party. We 
think we know what their answer would be.. It 
would .be, so we believe, to do away with the 
boss-controlled national conventions and substi- 
tute in their place a national primary for presi- 
dential candidates. : 

The 1952 G.O.P. convention, which has now 
opened in Chicago, is a classic example of how 
the will of the majority can be checked if not 
frustrated or even defeated. Were the. choice 
left to the rank-and-file members of the Repub- 
lican party, Gen. Eisenhower undoubtedly would 
be the nominee and possibly on the first ballot. 
He appears clearly to be the favorite of the 
majority. ! 

But the nominee will not be chosen by the 
majority of the party. He will be chosen by the 
convention, many of whose delegates represent 
“rotten borough” Southern states which cast few 
Republican votes. He will be voted on by dele- 
gates from other areas, who are professional 
politicians first, second and third, and reflectors 


- of the popular will after that. 


These delegates and many members of the 
Republican National Committee are in the Taft 
camp. They are there because Taft himself is 
of, by and for them. They are birds of a feather 
who flock together. They may talk about ma- 
jority rule and will of the people, but they do 
not believe in it. They practice what they be- 
lieve and that is for a relatively small number 
of politicians to hold the reins and so to control 
what goes on. 

Senators Douglas of Illinois and Smathers of 
Florida last winter introduced a bill to establish 
a national primary system. There was never 
much chance that Congress would stir itself 
enough to provide a preferential vote for presi- 
dential candidates this year. , Yet the effort 
should not be lost. That agitation should be 
just the beginning. 3 

The Republican party, as the Eisenhower- 
Taft battle goes into its last week, has cause 
enough to take the lead in setting up a primary 
system to knock the bosses out of the presiden- 
tial choice. : 

That is the people’s business and the people 
should conduct it. 
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From Puritanism to Suppression 

For some time, the De Gasperi Government 
of Italy has been behaving like a blue-nosed old 
Puritan. This was not too distressing so long as 
it went no farther than having the Minister of 
Interior jotting down the dimensions of female 
bathing costumes noticed on the Lido, or meas- 
uring the skirts of dancers in La Scala. But now 
it has led to the adopting of a press control law 
—and that is something serious for editors con- 
cerned about more than a steady supply of 
cheesecake. 

Under the new law, newspapers and other 
periodicals may be seized if they commit any of 
a long series of offenses? including disrespect 
for clergymen and politicians. Ostensibly, the 
law is meant to prevent the revelation of state 
secrets and to check the propaganda of Fascists 
and Communists. It js a pretty poor weapon for 
either purpose, but it is mighty handy for any 
politicians anxious to suppress criticism. 

The way to keep official secrets—if they 
should really be secrets—is by the exercise of a 
little caution at the source. Let the generals, for 
example, keep their maps under lock and key. 
The way to handle Fascist and Communist propa- 
ganda is to show it up for the hokum which it 
is, not by suppressing it. The latter is a pretty 
impossible job anyway, as political pamphleteers 
have shown over and over again. 

Undoubtedly, some segments of the press can 
be mighty irritating to a political administra- 
tion. They can be unfair at home and embarrass- 
ing abroad. But a truly democratic regime does 
not think of repression; it does not order an 
editor to take four copies of every edition to 
the police station before putting the rest of 
them on the newsstands. 

No doubt, some Italian editors need a little 
hectoring, but it had better come from an Ital- 
ian Hutchins Commission rather than from the 
regime. A bit of annoyance in high places is one 
of the prices of liberty; and it can always be 
taken out on the bathing beauties and the danc- 
ing girls. 4 
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Helpful Traffic Suggestions 

The suggestions made by the Mayor’s Com- 
mittee on Transit Ownership for improving St. 
Louis traffic conditions have their merits; but 
they are largely in the nature of palliatives. The 
fundamental problem .is created by an ever 
increasing number of vehicles without a com- 
parable increase in street area to accommodate 
them. Obviously, new traffic arteries—espe- 
cially expressways—are the fundamental solu- 
tion. But these are not to be had overnight. 

So it makes good sense ‘to raise the possibility 
of moving streetcar routes to less burdened 
streets; for example, from Washington to Frank- 
lin. The suggestion‘that the loading and un- 
loading of freight be permitted in certain con- 
gested areas only at night is worth study. So is 
the proposal for stricter enforcement of traffic 
regulations, including a resumption of the police 
practice of towing away illegally parked auto- 
mobiles. The newly painted traffic lanes should 
be helpful. 


Perhaps the most promising recommendation. 


is that for perimeter parking which would per- 
mit motorists to make their way into the down- 
town business area by public transit vehicles. 
This practice has been helpful in such cities 
as Cleveland. But it implies the creation of 
parking lots and garages not now in existence. 
The Legislature did give St. Louis permission 
to build such facilities, but withheld permission 
to operate them from the city. This was rank 
discrimination since St. Louis is the only city 
in the state so treated. This ought to be changed, 
but meanwhile plans for municipal parking ga- 
rages certainly can be developed. 

The traffic situation is not one which can be 
met by talk without action. Barring a war or a 
major economic disaster, the number of auto- 
moles and trucks is bound to increase and in- 
tensify the congestion. St. Louis is growing and 


must keep pace with its growth. The alterna-

American air raids on Yalu may have been wise, British editorial 
says, but other U.N. governments should have been consulted; 
war is not Pentagon's private show; Korean policy should be kept 
in higher hands to avoid suspicion “Yanks are trigger-happy.”

‘The raids by hundreds of American air- 
craft on the power stations on the Koréan 
bank of the Yalu river can hardly have 
caused more disturbance in that remote 
part of the world than they have done at 
Westminster. Question hour in the House 
of Commons was in a turmoil, and the 
Labor party even abandoned a debate on 
their favorite topic of the cost of living 
in order to discuss the events in Korea. 

The main domestic political result has 
been to show, once again, how much less 
Mr. Attlee differs 
from Mr, Eden than 
he does from Mr. 


Bevan and to give 


the Government a 
much;needed oppor- 
tunity for showing 
firmness and _  rea- 
son. . 

What concerns the 
public, however, is 
not which party de- 
rives advantage from 
the incident but its 
inherent rights and 
wrongs. There are 
three separate ques- 
tions involved, which 
the parliamentary discussion 
tended to confuse. 

The first is whether these raids went 
beyond the agreed policy for the conduct 
of the campaign in Korea. Clearly they 
did not. There has never been any ques- 
tion about the propriety: of conducting 
hostilities anywhere in North Korea, or of 
air raids even beyond the Yalu should the

_ necessity arise. That is agreed policy— 


agreed among the United Nations partici- 
pating in the campaign and agreed be- 
tween the parties (or at least between the 
— sucgessive governments) in this coun- 
ry. 

The second question is whether the raids 
were. wise—that is, whether they were cal- 
culated to hasten the end of the war. On 
that, opinions may legitinrately differ. 
Those whose general approach is that any 
any every American action is per se dan- 
gerous, while every Communist action, 
however aggressive in appearance, is nat- 
ural and forgivable, will have no difficulty 
in convincing themselves that the Ameri- 
cans are precipitating a world war. 

To the majority of people who try to 
preserve open minds, however, it will seem 
at least arguable that a forcible reminder 
of this kind may help to bring the ever- 
lasting truce negotiations to a conclusion. 
Whether or not Gen. Clark’s judgment on 
this was sound, the sequel will show soon 
enough. But he certainly has far better ma-

terial for forming a judgment than lay- 
men half a world away who have not been 
in contact with the Chinese and have no 
access to intelligence reports.

should have been cdnsultation with the 
British and other interested governments 
before the action was ordered. There was 
time for consultation, as the Joint Chiefs 
in Washington were consulted. Moreover, 
Lord Alexander and Mr. Selwyn Lloyd 
were in Tokyo when the action was being 
planned; so the omission was clearly de- 
liberate. 


The American argument can well be 
imagined: the Supreme Commander was 
appointed not by the United Nations, but 
by the President of the United States: if 
Britain were to be consulted, half a dozen 
others would also have to be told what 
was afoot; and if an international debate 
has to precede military action, then there 
will be no secrets and no action. 


These arguments have some force. 
Nevertheless, to take action of this par- 
ticular kind in this particular place and 
at this particular time without any con- 
sultation with the associated governments 
is a capital blunder. 


It will revive (however unjustly) all 
the suspicions of the other free nations 
that the Americans are trigger-happy. It 
will provide fresh material for all those 
who argue (whether or not they believe 
it) that it is the ruthlessness of Washing- 
ton rather than the aggressiveness of 
Moscow that most threatens the world’s 
peace. It is a free gift to Bevanism all 
over the Western world. 


There is very little doubt that the 
present British Government, had it been 
asked, would have given its agreement, 
though perhaps reluctantly. Yet the posi- 
tion of the American Administration would 
have been infinitely stronger vis-a-vis the 
rest of the world if it could have said so— 
and no weaker vis-evis its own puWMlic 
opinion. 

The trouble would seem to be that these 
matters are settled in Tokyo on purely 
military, or at least local, considerations. 
It is the old story that the Americans, a 
civilian people if ever there was one, nev- 
ertheless do not seem to know how to 
keep their soldiers under civilian control. 


As Clemenceau said, war is too serious 
a matter to be left to generals. If the 
Pentagon is allowed to treat the war in 
Korea as its own private show, the world 
will take the same attitude. And that 
would be a victory for the Communists far 
greater than any they can achieve by 
military victory in Korea.

In its helter-skelter way, the book gives 
an idea of the range of Russell’s interests 
and the basic tenor of his philosophy. The 
topics run through 
psychology, physics, 
economics, sociology, 
in addition to philos- 
ophy. There are ex- 
cellent capsule sum- 
mations on the clas- 
s¢cal philosophers, 
though nothing on 
philosophies of his- 
tory such as those 
of Spengler, Pareto 
‘and Toynbee. 

It is curious to 
find a man chiefly 
respected for bring- 
ing mathematical 
precision to philo- 
sophical concepts tripping out his personal 
opinions on love, happiness and the prob- 
lem of divorce. Yet it is in items of the 
latter sort that Russell is most entertain- 
ing. For example, under “Materialism, 
American” (also under “America and Ma- 
terialism,” for good measure): “I do not 
think Americans are in any degree more 
‘materialistic,’ in the popular sense of that 
word, than people of other nations. We 
think they worship the ‘almighty dollar’ 
because they succeeded in getting it. But 
a needy aristocrat or a French peasant 
will do things for the sake of money that 
shock every decent American.” . 

Since Russell’s opinions have changed 
through the years (he was jailed as a paci- 
fist during the First World War, but 
thought the Second World War worth 
fighting), it would have aided the reader 
if the date of each item had been given.

The Creative Imagination 
CAVALCADE OF THE AMERICAN NOVEL, by Edward 

Wagenknecht. (Henry Holt & Co. 575 pags., .$6.50.) 

Professor Wagenknecht- has kept us 
waiting almost 10 years for this survey of 
the American novel, but it is a book well 
worth waiting for.

In just seven days since they 
took Horace Greeley’s age-old ad- 
vice and came West, the Redbirds 
have emerged from also-ran to 
active contender, from a poor 
fourth to a strong third and with 
ambitions whipped up by the 
club’s longest winning streak in 
five years. 

It was in June 1947 that the 
Cardinals last won nine straight 
ball games. They came home on 
Friday the thirteenth, the day the 
National Open Golf Tournament 
began here, to find a streetcar 
and bus strike. 

Older Fellows Remember. 

The streak the Redbirds starjed 
that night lifted them from sev- 
enth place into pennant conten- 
tion and they finally bowed to 
Brooklyn in a close finish. Older 
members of the Cardinals were 
remembering that string of vic- 
tories as they showered happily 
after yesterday’s twin triumph 
over Pittsburgh, 6 to 5 and 6 to 4. 

“This is what we’ve needed, a 
long winning streak,” Manager 
Eddie Stanky said, smiling and 
hurriedly dressing to catch an 
evening train for Philadelphia, 
where he will serve as a National 
League coach under Leo Durocher 
in tomorrow’s All-Star game. 

For some time Stanky has been 
talking in terms of a “double- 
figure” winning streak, meaning 
10 or more in succession, and the 
Cardinals now actually are not 
too far from the clu record of 
14 straight accomplished by 
Frankie Frisch’s 1935 Gas House 
Gang, which finished second only 
because the Chicago Cubs won 
21 in a row in September. 

“I think,” Stanky quipped, “I'll 
tell Durocher to watch out above 
because we've got some 37- and 
38-year-old phenoms.” 

The little manager was re- 
ferring to veterans Enos Slaugh- 
ter, Al Brazle and Harry Bre- 
cheen, who have shown the way 
for the younger Cardinals in a 
stretch of winning baseball—18 
out of 22 and 28 out of 40—that 
has lifted the Redbirds within 
four and one-half games of Du- 
rocher’s defending champion 
Giants. Pace-setting Brooklyn is 
nine lengths ahead. 


Cat Does His Stuff. 
Brecheen was a hero again yes- 
terday, one of the standouts in a 
doubleheader that once more saw 
the come-from-behind Cardinals 
spot the enemy early leads and 
then rudely jerk victory away late. 
Stan Musial, with his eleventh 
home run,. broke up, the opener 
in the ninth inning, a game in 
which the Redbirds trailed by 
scores of 4-1 and 5-4, and Dick 
Sisler, who earlier had tripled, 
decided the nightcap with a two- 
run sixth-inning circuit drive that 
completed the successful whittling 
at a three-run handicap. 
Brecheen, the third lefthander to 
face the Pirates in the second 
game, nailed down that triumph 
with five innings of perfect pitch- 
ing—not a visitor reached base— 
to give The Cat a string of 22 
consecutive scoreless frames in 
which he has held the opposition 
to just seven hits. 

Advice for Departing Schmidt. 

Minutes after the game ended, 
Brecheen was back in his role as 
elder statesman of the staff and 
father confessor for the young 
pitchers, quietly giving advice and 
encouragement to Willard 
Schmidt, the hard-firing and 
promising- rookie righthander 
who just had been optioned to 
Rochester.. 


“He wasn't getting enough 
work here,” The Cat explained, 
echoing Manager Stanky’s obser- 
vation.

May Draw 


PHILADELPHIA, July 7 (UP) 
—Reassured by the forecast of 
fair, warm weather for tonight, 
promoter Herman Taylor expect- 
ed 50,000 fans and more than 
$350,000 for his “dream fight” 
between welterweight champion 
Kid Gavilan and challenger Gil 
Turner at Municipal Stadium. 

For Taylor, it was a dream 

fight because it matched unbeaten 
young Turner of Philadelphia, 
hottest local attraction in 25 
years, with the world champion 
from Cuba. 
Those figures would be the 
second largest for any Philadel- 
phia fight and records for a 
welterweight title bout anywhere. 
However, they would not ap- 
proach the 120,757 persons and 
$1,895,733 attrected by the first 
Jack Dempsey-Gene Tunney fight 
in 1926 at the stadium. | 
Dusky Gavilan, 26, was favored 
at 842 to 5 to tag the 21-year-old 
Philadelphia Negro with his first 
defeat. Unbeaten Turner has a 
string of 31 straight victories, 
including 25 knockouts. 

Gavilan Has Experience. 
Gavilan was favored because of 
his greater experience in 98 pro 
fights with a style that was nat- 
ural to him but that was copied 
by Turner. Young Gil, a speed- 
merchant like the Cuban, uses 
his rapid-fire attack, his fancy 
footwork and even his long bolo 
uppercuts. 

Turner sets a blistering pace, 
but he never tried the 15-round. 
route before. He could burn him- 
self out against the rugged 
Havana “Hawk” who went the 
distance four times. 

Moreover, Turner’s headlong 
attack appears to leave him more 
open than does Gavilan’s whirl- 
wind, in-and-out tactics, and his 
sudden flurries. In training at 
Summit, N. J., the champion con- 
centrated on sharpening straight, 
rights to the head and body for 
his easy-to-hit Philadelphia target. 
Turner claims to be a harder 
puncher than the Cuban “Keed” 
who belted out but 24 of his 98 
opponents. Turner knocked out 
four men who went the distance 
with Gavilan. They were Ike 
Williams, Don Williams, Chico 
Varona and Beau Jack. However, 
Ike and Beau were completely 
washed up when they finally met 
Turner. 

Third Defense of Title. 
Gavilan, making this third de- 
fense of the 147-pound crown, 
has been an in-and-outer during 
his career because of his dislike 
for training. He lost 12 bouts and 
was held to four draws. How- 
ever, since he came to the United 
States six years ago, his oppo- 
nents included the best light- 
weights, welterweights and mid- 
dleweights in the world. 

And the Keed is unbeaten in 
his last 18 fights, although held 
to a draw by Johnny Bratton 
last Nov. 28. 

The Philadelphia Inquirer char- 
ities will receive six per cent “off 
the top” of the net gate. Then 
Gavilan will get 371% per cent of 
the remaining net: Turner 20 per 
cent. The International Boxing 
Club of New York has an undis- 
Closed “piece” of the show.

NEW YORK, July 7 (AP)—The 
stock market made a gentle de- 
cline today without uncovering 
any selling urgeny.

The market was broader than 
last Thursday at 1103 gainst 
1065. There were 508 declines, 
304 gains ond 298 unchanged.

Even the construction 
of steel mills is being delayed. 
So the new capacity to satisfy 
demands later this fall will not 
have been created. 

The strike is pushing the peak 
in defense outlays well into next 
year. That can have inflationary, 
then deflationary, consequences. 
As shortages accumulate, prices 
will firm’ up. But once the steel 
mills got into production, once 
pipelines were filled, prices pre- 
sumably would soften again. 

The New Outlook. 

What’s more, over -ordering 
would occur. Whenever business 
‘men are gasping for inventories, 
they place business with two, 
three, or four firms to obtain the 
speediest delivery, What usually 
happens then is that the first de- 
livery is followed by another and 
another, The understocked busi- 
ness man becomes overstocked. 
Then, cancellations. We could 
well be building up to such a 
sequence—say three to six months 
after steel production is resumed.

MURRAY MAY GIVE 
TIP-OFF TODAY ON

His Speech at Duquesne, 
Pa. Awaited as Steel 
Shutdown Enters Its

PITTSBURGH, Pa. July 7 
(AP)—The nation looked to CIO 
Steel Workers’ President Philip 
Murray today for some tipoff on 
the union’s next move in the 
steel strike now going into its 
sixth week. 

Murray is to address a huge 
union rally at nearby Duquesne, 
where most of the 6000 steel 
worker-residents are employed 
by United States Steel Corp., 
biggest producer in the country 
and traditional pace-setter for 
the industry. 

Murray had asked C. F. Hood, 
executive vice president of Unit- 
ed States Steel, to debate strike 
issues at the rally, but Hood re- 
fused. 

The rally is the first in the 
Pittsburgh area—steel center of 
the world—since Murray called 
out 650,000 union members in 
the basic steel industry June 2. 


Steel workers look for their 
leader to explain at length the 
union’s charges that the six larg- 
est steel producers have refused 
to bargain in good faith. The 
big six are United States Steel, 
Bethlehem, Republic, Jones & 
Laughlin, Youngstown Sheet and 
Tube and Inland. 

The charge is seen as an at- 
tempt to bring about resumption 
of bargaining which collapsed 
June 9. Crux of the controversy 
is the USW’s demand for a 
union shop, which requires mem- 
bership in the unipn as a condi- 
tion of employment. 

So fare 33 small companies 
have signed contracts. The gen- 
eral pattern called for a wage- 
fringe benefits package totaling 
about 26 cents an hour and the 
modified union shop. 

Under the modified shop new 
employes must join the union, 
but are free to withdraw between 


the twentieth and thirtieth days 
of employment. Old employes 
need not join. 

The Steel Workers Union. and 
the American Chain & Cable Co. 
reached an “interim” agreement 
today covering 5400 workers in 
eight plants. 


Under the agreement American 
Chain & Cable will match any 
settlement with the basic indus- 
try. Pending the industry-wide 
settlement, the company will 
grant wage increases of 12% 
cents an hour and a modified 
union shop. 

American Chain and Cable 
operates plants at Camden, N.J., 
Baltimore, Md., Houston, Tex., 
and Wilkes-Barre, Reading, York, 
Monessen and Braddock, Pa.

WASHINGTON, July 7 (AP)— 
Prices may climb to a record high 
during the next six to 12 months, 
while incomes, production and 
employment may rise moderate-

These were the highlights of a 
staff report yesterday to the 
Senate-House Economic Commit- 
tee, whose job is to keep an eye 
on economic trends for Congress. 
The report said the price in- 
crease may be from 1 to 3 per 
cent, due to an expected climb in 
rents and services, a recovery in 
clothing prices, and a slight up- 
turn in consumer durable goods. 
Food prices are expected to re- 
main about the same. 
The report bases its appraisal 
on a number of assumptions—that 
the steel strike will end soon, 
that the international situation 
gets no worse, that the military 
build-up program goes ahead as 
planned. 2 
The staff estimated that spend- 
ing for major defense and war- 
connected items will total $71,- 
300,000,000 in the 1953 fiscal year 
that began last Tuesday, com- 
pared with $57,400,000,000 in fis- 
cal 1952, 
About 49 billion dollars will be 
spent for the military functions 
of the Defense Department during 
fiscal 1953. The money will come 
both from the $46,600,000,000 de- 
fense appropriation voted for fis- 
cal 1953 and from funds the de- 
partment has left over from pre- 
vious appropriations.

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NO ONE OF THOSE ITEMS has to be taken very serious- 
ly; but if you answer yes to most of them, you probably have 
a warm and outgoing disposition.

Cordiality, or 
what Psychologist Roswell H. Johnson called “expressive 
warm-heartedness,” can be very definitely cultivated. He has 
prepared a mimeographed sheet of “Devices to Increase Low , 
Cordiality” which will be sent to you with the compliments 
of the Post-Dispatch if you inclose a stamped, self-addressed 
envelope when writing me for it. Practice in this line would 
make life pleasanter for a great many men and women.

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Swimming ‘Almost as Easy as Walking 
Proper Arm Action, How to Breathe, Importance of Relaxing Explained

HE leg kick, explained in the* 


T sirse article, is important in 
using the crawl stroke. But it 

ig in the arm action that we get 

most of our swimming power. 

Push off from the side or bot- 
tom of pool, float on your stom- 
ach, both hands extended ahead, 
Jegs straight out behind, toes 
pointed and turned in. Start your 
legs in a rapid thrash from the 
hips. As your body gathers mo- 
mentum from the push and leg 
kick, start your right arm in a 
strong downward movement. 
Keep your elbows almost straight 
and fingers together in a pull 
that ends at your hips. Avoid 
jerking the hands through the 
water. 

As your right arm ends its pull 
at your hips, your left arm begins 
the same downward movement. 
Your right arm now begins its 
recovery movement. Bring it out 
of the water at your hip, elbow 
bent, muscles relaxed and arm 
held high to clear the water. Com- 
plete the recovery with your hand 
entering the water directly in 
front of your shoulder near your 
mouth. Straighten your elbow in 
a gliding forward motion. 

A common error is dropping 
your elbows in making the for- 
ward reaching motion, so they 
enter the water before the fingers 
do. As one hand has completed 
its recovery movement and is 
entering the water, the other 
hand should be finishing its 
downward pull at the hip on the 
opposite side of the body.. On 
your recovery movement through 
the air, your hand should be 
turned slightly, palm out, and 
straightened as it re-enters the 
water. This slight outward turn 
is a trick to relax the arm 
muscles. Use the broad surface 


of your hands and forearms dur- 


ing the downward pull to provide 
maximum resistance and give you 
that strong forward drive. Keep 
it up, right and left arm alternat- 
ing in a continuous propelling 
motion.

afid without pause; always 

breathe in through the mouth 
and out through the nose. Do 
not hold your breath for five or 
six strokes. Swimming in this 
manner will cause you to tire 
very quickly. It is almost im- 
possible to develop a smooth,

gliding stroke and proper form in 
swimming unless your breathing 
is timed to co-ordinate with the 
arm action. It is correct to 
breathe on either side of the body 
while swimming the crawl. To 
most people it is more natural 
to breathe on the left side—use 
the side most natural to you. The 
principle is the same applied to 
either side. Do not jerk the 
head from side to side to breathe, 
first on one side then the other 
with each stroke of the arms. 
Very few persons can do this with- 
out breaking the rhythm of the 
stroke. Another common fault 
is raising or lifting your head 
straight up instead of turning it 
to the side so that only the 
mouth clears the water to take 
in air. 

A point to bear in mind is that 
the head turns, using the neck 
as a pivot on which to. turn. or 
swing, independently of the rest 
of the body. Lifting the elbows 
high during the recovery move- 
ment will greatly assist your 
breathing. 


| Relaxation Essential 

NCE you are able to keep 
() attost and swim short dis- 

tances, it only remains for 
you to learn to relax before 
plunging into deep water, confi- 
dent in the knowledge that it 
doesn't require much more effort 
to swim than to walk. Until that 
time arrives, you should not ven- 
ture too far from shore. Stay 
in water where you can always 
find bottom by simply dropping 
a leg. Knowing that you can 
reach bottom whenever you wish 
will aid greatly in developing 


confidence. Without confidence 
it will be almost impossible to 
relax, which is the secret of 
speedy and tireless swimming. 


Though water yields, still it of- 
fers great resistance to sudden 
movement. That is the reason 
great athletes in other sports sel- 
dom make good swimmers. It 
isn’t that they lack strength or 
endurance, it is simply that they 
may be out of their element. 

Mickey Walker, former - world 
boxing champion, who possessed 
strength and endurance to an ex- 
ceptional degree, couldn’t swim 
more than 80 yards without tir- 
ing. In fact, he admitted to me 
he was out of wind and more 
tired than if he had boxed 10 
rounds. 


You couldn't say that he was 
out of condition as it was only 
a few days before® one of his 
championship fights. It was that 
he used the wrong principle in 
swimming. Instead of relaxing his 
muscles, he began digging into 
the water as though he was tear- 
ing into a sparring partner. The 
result was, the harder he worked 
the more resistance he met with- 
in the water. No man can keep 
that up long. 

The secret of all swimming is 
to relax your body, arms and 
legs. Also watch your breathing. 
Don’t ever come up to somebody 
and say your wind is gone. It is 
more likely that you did not relax 
enough. 
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| The Back Stroke 


(): of the most useful and 


easiest swimming strokes to 


learn is the back stroke. 


There are several methods of 
execution? 

The most useful, other than for 
speed, is the inverted breast 
stroke. Use a frog kick with a 
sweeping, sculling movement of 
the arms, starting over the head 
and ending at the sides. It is sur- 
prising the amount of power you 
can get out of the leg action 
when doing the frog kick. 

You can go great distances on 
your back using the frog kick 
without any assistance from the 
arms whatsoever. This method of 
swimmiffe is useful in life saving 
when making a swimming rescue. 

There is another form of back 
stroke used in speed swimming. 
Jt is simply an inverted crawl 
stroke in which the arm action is 
an alternative circular movement 
with a rapid up and down thrash 
of the legs, the same as in the 
crawl stroke, 


In closing, remember that re- 


laxation and confidence—but not . 


over-confidence — are important 
factors in all swimming. 


But also remember the safety 
rules. Know your own limitations 
and do not exceed them. Do not 
dive in shallow water, and in 
strange water, be sure of tides 
and currents before you venture 
out. Be especially careful where 
no life,guard is present and do 
not depend upon the hope that 
your companions will save you if 
you get into trouble. Even strong 
swimmers unless_ especially 
trained cannot hold another per- 
son up for long.

How It Started

“To Reat” in Competition. 


4 OU did a good job on the 
y word ‘boot,’ meaning good,” 
writes one of our regular 
correspondents, but you said noth- 
ing about the similar ‘beet,’ the 
obsolete word for ‘better,’ from 
which we have the expression ‘to 
beat,’ meaning to better in com- 
petition.” 

First of all it must be said 
that our correspondent’s allusion 
is not to one word, but correctly 
to two. To beat in competition 
means to surpass, but its deriva- 
tion is not from the old beet, al- 
though the latter did indeed sig- 
nify “to make~- good,” or “to 
mend.” To beat in the sense of 
overcome goes back to the word 
meaning to strike. That is the 
Anglo-Saxon “beatan,” exempli- 
fied in the following line in the 
Bible, Exodus XXXIX, 3: “They 
did.beat the gold into thin plates.” 


From this essential sense came 
the word in its broader scope, in 
usage such as “beating a path,” 
and eventually the connotation of 
beating down made the metaphor 
of beating in battle, signifying 
triumphing over, whence beating 
as surpassing, from the battlefield 
to the boat race or the ball game! 
There you have a word history 
reaching from centuries before 
Chaucer to the vernacular of the 
present time.

Theodore Roose- 
velt walked out of a convention 
and started a third party 
against the father of one of the 
present contenders for the Re- 
publican presidential nomina- 
tion. 

Third parties rarely win in 
their first try, but they do surt- 
ceed in defeating the other con- 
tender in the same _ political 
party. There seems no prospect 
of a third party in this situa- 
tion, since Gen. Eisenhower has 
declared he will support who- 
ever is nominated by the con- 
vention. 

The regular Democratic poli- 
ticians are probably watching 
the present situation in Chicago 
with some interest and perhaps 
satisfaction.

Spinal Anesthesia 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


PINAL anesthesia is not dangerous. 
S wouldn’t use it as much as they do. 

Spinal anesthesia isn’t painful. All you feel is a 
slight prick in the back for deadening the skin and under- 
lying tissue. The actual insertion of the needle into the spinal 
canal usually is painless. The needle enters the spinal canal 
far below the nervous part of the spinal cord. 

Then the doctor dissolves a safe anesthetic in a little 
spinal fluid or sugar solution and injects it through the needle. 
The anesthetic flows up to the nerves which carry pain, 
blocking them for minutes to hours. Just how long depends 
upon the concentration of anesthetic used. 

What particular nerves are reached depends upon the 
position of the patient and whether the anesthetic liquid is 
the same weight as or heavier than the spinal fluid itself.

ONE OF THE ADVANTAGES of a spinal anesthetic is 
that it isn’t a bit poisonous to the body. Nor does it cause 
any nausea or other symptoms after the operation is finished. 
People can remain awake or asleep during the operation as 
they prefer. If they do want to sleep during surgery, as 
many people do, this is easily taken care of by a sleeping 
pill or injection. 

Although a spinal anesthetic is just as simple as a spinal 
tap for fluid, some people seem to dread it. And yet a spinal 
tap is used many times in a doctor’s offices and hospital 
rooms. Examination of spinal fluid is an important and 
commonly-done diagnostic method. 

Spinal anesthetics have a bad name among some non- 
doctors because they blame the spinal for symptoms they may 
have even weeks or months after the operation. The same 
kind of erroneous reasoning blames a single injury for pro- 
ducing cancer if a cancer happens to develop in a spot that 
was injured sometime in the past. However, cancer specialists 
know that a single injury cannot produce a cancer. And 
most of the symptoms that patients blame on spinal anes- 
thesia are not due to the spinal injection.

SPINAL ANESTHESIA isn’t as new as one might think. 
Dr. August Bier, a German surgeon, first used it in 1889, with 
cocaine as the anesthetic. This is a quite tricky and poisonous 
dfug. It has long since been abandoned for use inside the 
bedy. Because cocaine was so unreliable, spinal anesthesia 
wasn’t used much until a better anesthestic, novocaine (also 
called procaine) was discovered in 1905. 

~ Procaine is a laboratory-made drug which has all the 
local anesthetic properties of cocaine but isn’t poisonous and 
unreliable like cocaine. Using laboratory-made anesthetics, 
spinal anesthesia has become a favorite among surgeons and 
anesthetists. They wouldn’t accept any method that was un- 
safe or gave unhappy results. 

» Because it’s so safe and painless, many doctors under- 
going surgery request a spinal. Another reason may be that 
it. allows them to remain awake, not missing any remarks of 
their colleagues!

St. Louis Expert on French Cooking 


Mrs. Rufus L. Taylor Combined Her Flair for Fine Food and Cards for Successful Career

authors of cook books. 


HEN it comes to an appre- 
W ciation of good food done in 

the French manner and the 
pleasure derived from preparing 
it, St. Louis’s Mrs. Rufus L. Tay- 
Jor can still finesse with the best 
of them. Although cards and 
cooKery are apparently at oppo- 
site poles, she is an authority on 
both and has made them pay 
dividends. 

Caroline Newsman Taylor’s flair 
for good food was stimulated by 
her early training at home—both 
her mother and father were of 
French extraction — and by the 
fact that she was educated in 
convents in France and at the 
Sorbonne in Paris. She _ spent 
much of her time abroad visiting 
the kitchens of southern France 
and one year she took two im- 
portant courses at the Cordon 
Bleu, the distinguished school of 
fine cooking in Paris. 

Her marriage to Rufus Taylor 
gave her the opportunity to be- 
come proficient in both her arts. 
She was a popular hostess whose 
dinners were the subject of con- 
versation, and anyone who wanted 
a good game of bridge where the 
pace was swift and the conver- 
sation witty considered himself 
fortunate to get an invitation to 
the Taylors. The family met with 
reverses, Mrs. Taylor rolled up 
her sleeves, literally, and went to 
work. She managed a tea room 
and gave bridge lessons. 
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ITH Irma Rombauer, anoth- 
Wi: St. Louis cooking expert, 

she gave a course in 1934 in 
the refinements of French cook- 
ing for St. Louis matrons who 
were interested in giving a touch 
of elegance to their dinner par- 
ties. While Mrs. Rombauer demon- 
strated American dishes and oc- 
casionally threw in a North Ger- 
man one good enough to turn a 
professional green with envy, Mrs. 
Taylor did the ones that her 
highly developed palate dictated: 
sauces and entrees, 
‘ The term “entree” was even 
then headed for limbo but the 
course made St. Louisans aware 
that good food was possible in the 
home. The course was a success. 
For Caroline Taylor the out- 
growth was a series of newspaper 
‘articles and then a small cookbook 
with nostalgic drawing of a 
French sidewalk cafe by Daniel 
Fitzpatrick on its cover. 

“French Sauces and Entrees,” 
privately printed and with round- 
ed corners that upped production 
costs because the author wanted 
the corners that way, was sold 
out. The book found favor espe- 
cially with men who, Mrs. Taylor 
insists, are the true appreciators 
of good food and know the worth 
of a good sauce. It has never 
been reprinted and copies are 
practically collectors’ items. 

In the living room of her apart- 
ment at 18 South Kingshighway, 
surrounded by pictures of her 
two sons and their families, Mrs. 
Taylor spends her time reading 
and carrying on a voluminous cor- 
respondence. Her pride in her 
sons is pardonable. “Strategy of 
Terror” by Edmond Taylor, the 
war correspondent, is still con- 
sidered one of the best books on 
the cold war. 

She still plays a good game of 
bridge and remembers how she 
and Rufus, the son who is a com- 
mander in the Navy, won most 
of the bridge prizes at the of- 
ficers club when he was stationed 
in Florida during the last war. 

Mrs. Taylor, now a widow, does 
no entertaining at present. Iron- 
ically enough, she is on a strict 
diet but she has: lost neither her 
sense of humor nor her apprecia- 
tion for excellence in food. Her 
preference is unquestionably for 
French cooking. 

“French cooking is superior be- 
cause it has variety,” she says. 
“The palate gets tired of food 
cooked the same way for any 
length of time.” 

Without misusing a much 
abused word, she conceded that 
cooking is an art. 

“It is not enough to have a 
recipe, to use the necessary ingre- 
dients and put them on to cook,” 
she says. “One’s whole attention 
must be engaged with the task 
and time must be given: that is 
what we ignore in America. I 
appreciate the good points of 
American cooking and have known 
many excellent cooks. But their 
knowledge is limited and conse- 
quently their fare is monotonous.” 

Young cooks, she thinks, expect 
too much of their mechanical de- 
vices. 

“You've got to watch a meal in 
the making,” she insists. . “You 
can’t put something on the stove, 
go and take a nap and expect it 
to turn out perfectly. Why, when 
I used to cook a roast I basted it 
almost continuously.” 

Tasting is another point over- 
looked by most present-day cooks. 

“Tasting is especially important 
in the making of a good sauce,” 
says Mrs. Taylor. “A good sauce 
must be a perfect blend of flavors 
and the only way of achieving 
this is by tasting and rectifying 
the seasoning.”’

ER cookery procedure she 

learned by observation and at 

the classes which she took at 
the Cordon Bleu. With French 
cooks she holds that tin-lined, 
copper sauce pans are still best 
whether you are doing plain or 
fancy cookery. Sauces should be 
stirred with a wooden spoon, she 
says, since the refined palate can 
immediately detect the metallic 
taste that comes with using a met- 
al spoon. To blend them to per- 
fect smoothness nothing will do 
but the wire whisk which French 
cooks use to beat egg whites. 


It is this perfect blend of fla- 
vors which is the real test of a 
fine cook. Mrs. Taylor considered 
it a high tribute when her guests 
could not name offhand the’ elu- 
sive seasonings blended in the 
dishes she set before them. She 
also learned that nutmeg and 
mace, two spices used principally 
in sweets here in America, are 
used by French cooks to impart 
a subtle flavor to certain meats. 


As we discussed “French Sauces 
and Entrees” through which she

leafed, she gave her reason for 
writing it: 

“If you are any kind of a cook 
at all, your well-meaning friends 
seem to think you ought to write 
a cookbook. My reason was 
slightly different. The French 
claim that we have 40 religions 
and only one sauce. I wanted to 
help correct that condition. I 
found that I could do almost 40 
sauces that any cook could put 
together in her own kitchen. Of 
course they are not all in this 
book.” 

The ones that are in the book 
include the foundation brown and 
white sauces and, among others, 
a remoulade sauce and a de luxe 
champagne sauce. French sauces 
are not cooked down until the 
quantity is decreased. They are 
“reduced.” This means’ slow 
cooking and stirring to prevent 
lumping and the forming. of a 
skin. 

French cooks seem always to 
have gallons of chicken stock on 
hand for these delectable sauces. 
Glace de viande, a kind of jellied 
meat essence, requires 10 quarts 
of chicken broth cooked over 
moderate heat for six hours. This

Coquilles of Sweetbreads. 

Cut four blanched sweetbreads 
into small pieces and stew in a 
saucepan with one_ tablespoon 
butter, one-half glass white wine 
and three tablespoons mushroom 
liquor. Cook for 10 minutes then 
add one gill veloute sauce, six 
minced mushrooms and two truf- 
fles. Season with salt and pep- 
per, one-half teaspoon nutmeg 
and finish with two tablespoons 
cream. Fill six shells, sprinkle 
with fresh bread crumbs and drip 
on some melted butter. Brown in 
a hot oven for six minutes and 
serve, 

(Truffles, which are not too 
plentiful even in France, may be 
omitted.) 


Crabmeat and Tomatoes 
en Coquilles, 


Mix two cups flaked crab meat 
with one cup tomato sauce, two 
tablespoons soft bread crumbs, 
one tablespoon lemon juice, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-fourth tea- 
spoon paprika, one _ teaspoon 
French mustard and two table- 
spoons sherry. Fill shells or rame- 
kins, cover with crumbs, dot with 
butter and bake in a moderate 
oven until crumbs are colored 
light brown. 


Tomato Sauce. 


Place two tablespoons raw mire- 
polx in saucepan with two table- 
spoons butter and cover. Cook 
over moderate heat for five min- 
utes, add two tablespoons flour 
and brown well. Add one large can 
tomatoes and stir briskly with 
wooden spoon until the mixture 
boils. Season with salt, pepper, 
one-half teaspoon powdered sugar 
and simmer for 30 minutes. Put 
through a strainer or fine sieve. 


Mirepoix is a mixture of raw 
carrot, onion, celery and parsley 
roots, diced’ fine, a pinch of 
thyme, one bayleaf, two’ cloves 
and six peppercorns. 


Lobster Croustades. 


Add to brown sauce one table- 
spoon minced ham, two table- 
spoons carrot, celery, one tea- 
spoon parsley and onion, all 
minced fine. Add @ dash of pow- 
dered cloves and cook until veg- 
etables are tender. Add one cup 
diced lobster meat and one-fourth 
cup cooked mushrooms. Fill bread 
cases and serve very hot. 


Brown Sauce. 


Cook one-half cup flour and 
one-half cup butter until brown. 
Add four tablespoons tomatoes, 
two tablespoons dried mushrooms, 
and one quart strong stock. Re- 
duce somewhat, skim and strain 
and pour into glass jars when 
cool. A little of this may be add- 
ed to cream sauce or thinned with 
hot water as a brown sauce foun- 
dation.

As far as the “points” are con- 

cerned, these two hands are the 
same, both containing 17 points, 
but any experienced bridge player 
knows at a glance that the hands 
have entirely different possibili- 
ties. The 17 points in the first 
hand represent (at roughly three 
points per trick) the approximate 
six tricks which this hand figures 
to win at no-trump; but a six- 
trick estimate of the second hand, 
assuming no pronounced misfit 
with partner, is a gross under- 
valuation. So, in any logical point- 
count method of evaluation, there 
must be a simple and relatively 
accurate means of weighing in 
the extra, hidden values which 
accrue from low trumps and-or 
establishable side suits. This sim- 
ple and really remarkably accu- 
rate means has been found; it is 
the new Culbertson Rule of Three 
and Four—which will be fully ex- 
plained in tomorrow’s column.

TV Advice for Grass Roots Candidates

SAY to you, my fellow-Ameri- 
| cans, that we have much: to 
be thankful for. Personally, 
the freedom I appreciate most 
in these strained days is the 
freedom of not having to run 
for anything. 

“Gone are the confinements 
of the meeting hall. ... But 
gone also is the stimulus of 
crowd psychology as you face 
the cold, mechanical eyes of the 
camera.” 

Chilly, isn’t it? But that’s 
what it says in “Campaigning 
on TV,” the new television edi- 
tion of “Is Your Hat in the 
Ring?”, a pamphlet published 
by the National Association of 
Radio and Television Broadcast- 
ers. 

x 2»: 

THOSE SENATORS in Wash- 
ington, of course, have their 
pancake makeup mixed for 
them in network charm schools. 
This booklet is for a hardier 
breed. It’s a mail order cram 
eourse for grass roots candi- 
dates and it ought to frighten 
some of them into well-deserved 
retirement. 

“Your sincerity and person- 
ality are immediately reflected 
to the viewer,” it says. Imagine! 
‘ How can some of the boys sur- 
vive such unsporting nosiness? 

“Don’t shout,” it says. “Be 
careful ... not to pound the 
table. “Don’t avoid controver- 
sial issues.” 

Picture it, if you can, fellow- 
Americans! Who can _ point 
with pride or even view with 
alarm with ground rules like 
that? 

In the days when politics 
depended more on solid cigar 
smoke and less on fickle Hooper 
ratings, a man had little trouble 
holding an audience. You 
might have had to have husky 
henchmen bar listeners from 
leaving the hall. Or every- 
body might be sound asleep. 
But you had them cornered. 

“No law compels them to 
listen to you,” the booklet re- 
minds TV candidates. “You 
must interest them; if you 
don’t, a flick of the dial will 
bring them drama, news, come- 
dians, music, another speaker.” 

* * * 

AN IMPORTANT new tool in 
fascinating a political audience 
is the visual aid. The booklet 
tells how to use it. 

“The time-worn phrase, ‘And 
now let us look at the record,’ 
offers a real opportunity in tel- 
evision,” it says. ‘Don’t just 
tell your audience what you will 
do if elected, show them.” 

Now, this is well-meant ad- 
vice. It means that the modern 
sewer-commissioner-to-be should 
show his campaign audience 
films of his fondest project and 
charts of how he’ll build it and 


slash taxes to the well-known 
bone at the same time. 

But what of the more imag- 
inative officeholder? Can't you 
just see him “look at the rec- 
ord” with films showing the 
babies he has kissed, the logs 
he has rolled and how he staved 
off Kefauver investigators by 
heroically refusing them a look 
at his safe deposit boxes? And 
what about a peek at the un- 
fettered future, complete with 
views of steaks in every frying 
pan? 

I couldn’t do it. Not with 
the do’s and don’ts the booklet 
prescribes. It advises, for ex- 
ample, that the candidate should 
move about before the camera 
(“But don’t move unnecessari- 
ly”). Of course, if you want to 
move quite a bit, you have to 
arrange for a second camera 
(from $30 to $50 extra), but 
you've still got to watch your 
step. 

“When you do move,” it says, 
“move slowly; in rising from a 
chair get up slowly to allow the 
camera time to follow you.” 
Avoid sweeping gestures, it 
says.. The camera may not be 
big enough for them. Look di- 
rectly into the lens of the cam- 
era that’s being used, and 
when the second camera picks 
you up, “drop your eyes brief- 
ly, to your notes if you are 
using them, and then look up 
at the other camera.” 

* * * 

HERE ARE SOME of the 
booklet’s other warnings: 

“There will be a great deal 
of movement around you—by 
the floor director, cameraman, 
dolly operators, boommen, etc. 
Don’t let their actions distract 
re 

“Avoid large-figured ties... 
If you are bothered with dan- 
druff, don’t wear a dark blue 
or black suit, as the camera will 
pick up the tell-tale flakes . 

If you’re a woman politician 
you “may feel like the breath 
of spring with a lovely corsage 
on your dress, but if the flow- 
ers are white your viewer will 
see only a blur on your shoul- 

a 

“Sit on the edge of your chair 
if possible. This will remove 
the temptation to slump...” 

“And don’t forget the bald 
head. It’s apt to shine under 
the lights, so soften it with a 
little powder...” 

Perhaps such_ injunctions 
don’t drive you to total panic, 
but if I was F. Aubrey Twiddle- 
thumb, independent candidate 
for sheriff, I’d just take my 
bald head and soften it with a 
little meat ax. 

A real. Twiddlethumb, nat- 
urally, would be apt to come 
down with the plague before 
submitting to questions on a 
forum program. The booklet, 
however, thinks such shows are 
wonderful. 


“If your party or backers 


rotors 
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have been accused of graft,” 
it says, “include a question on 
this subject, and follow it with 
a straightforward answer. The 
viewer will admire you for fac- 
ing a touchy issue.” 


Oh, Twiddlethumb, don’t you 
wish you were back with Teddy 
Roosevelt at San Juan Hill? 

I see but one bright hope 

for Twiddlethumb in the book- 
let. 
“ “Few people,” it says, “can 
hold a television audience with 
a talk for more than 15 min- 
utes.”

Af*the age of 60 he walked from 
New York City to San Francisco 
in 79 days, 10 hours and 10 min- 
utes. The distance covered was 
3415 miles, which means that he 
averaged about 43 miles a day.

WALKING CONTESTS have 
been among the features of the 
‘Olympic games fcr 46 years. 
British walkers have done the 
'best work, but Ugo Frigerio of 
‘Italy was first on three occasions, 

A 10-mile walk‘ was won by 
G. E. Larner of Great Britain, 
with a time just under one hour 
and 16 minutes. Another British 
'walker—H. Whitlock — covered 
'50,000 meters (about 31 miles) in 
‘four and a half hours. Whiticck 
‘walked at the rate of just about 
seven miles an hour, which was 
excellent for such a distance. 

G. H. Goulding, representing 
Canada, covered 10,000 meters (a 
little more than six miles) in 46 
minutes, 28 and two-fifth seconds. 
/That was done at the Olympic 
icontests 40 years ago. 
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
